Cactus” for Epiphyllum hybrids, we offer the following explanations: 


The name “Orchid Cactus” has only been in use for the past few years. It was started by a 
commercial dealer for its obvious “trade-pulling” power. This has caused and is causing end- 
less trouble in the minds of the uninitiated since the EPIPHYLLUMS bear no relationship to 
the ORCHIDS beyond the fact that both have exquisite flowers and epiphytic traits.

Dear Customer: 


Because many of you are just getting acquainted with the epiphyllum (epi-fill-um) I will 
devote the next few pages to describing the flowers so that you may understand them better. 
You will find that the small gem-like flowers will appeal to you in so many ways, nevertheless 
the very large 10-inch or more flowers are so spectacular as to hold you spellbound. 
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FLOWER SIZES 


_ In stating FLOWER SIZES—large—medium—small—it is very easy to create a confused 
picture as to what is really meant, therefore we have set up this approximate scale for de- 
pee sizes of epiphyllum flowers the measure being the diameter of the flower when pressed 
wide open. 


SMALL—will include flowers 214 to approximately 5 inches in diameter. 
MEDIUM—would embrace flowers fram 414 to 614 inches. 
LARGE—indicates flowers an average bloom of which would measure 6 to 8 inches. 


ALL HYBRIDS whose flowers average above 8 inches—some going to 10 or 11 inches— 
should be classed as EXTRA LARGE or GIANT. 


You will note that these sizes are overlapping. Epiphyllum flowers can be expected to vary in 
size on a single plant just as there is a variation in sizes of fruit on one tree—so much depends 
on health of plant and ability to adapt to changing conditions, season of the year, fertilization 
and locale, and whether grown indoors or out. A single plant of Padre may have a medium size 
as well as a super-size flower during the same season. Our statement of sizes is based on the 
average run after a study of a number of flowers on the typical plant. 


The expression SHORT OVARY and TUBE or FLOWER STEM simply means that this 
part of the flower will measure much shorter than the length of the longest sepal or petal. 


For descriptions as to plants and plant care see pages at the back of this catalog. 


THOUGHTS ON COLORS IN EPIPHYLLUMS 


YELLOWS —this is another confusing point. 
Solid clear YELLOWS usually consist of light 
creams and other shades with yellow combina- 
tions. The unopened bud may be intensely yel- 
low but the open flower will have only rich 
yellow touches. It must be remembered also 
that light exposure is a very important factor 
in intensifying the yellow tones. Buds flowering 
on the shady side of a plant will be often very 
much lighter than those buds facing the sun. 


The evasive BLUE— (TRUE BLUE) —is still 
missing. What one sees in the heart of an epi- 
phyllum is an iridescent sparkle as noted in 
electricity or a fuchsine or magenta-purple tone. 


COLOR GROUPING poses another prob- 
lem—no two people see colors alike—thus in 
our Group II and Group III it sometimes 
happens that an epiphyllum one might say be- 
longed in Group II, another might insist be- 
longed in Group III. 


COLOR GROUPS 


We have set up the following groups to 
help classify these flowers as to color. This is 
difficult because of the wide range of color 
combinations. Some flowers have more than 
one outstanding color. Nearly all of them 
contain a small amount of contrasting tint or 
shading of self-color and therefore might be

placed in more than one group. Distinction 
between tints and shades is a matter of per- 
sonal understanding. Even the flowers them- 
selves are of deeper tones at certain stages. We 
use the Horticultural Colour Chart issued by 
the British Colour Council (available at $12.50) 
in describing our epiphyllums.

We have dropped from this list of epiphyl- 
lums many varieties in order to allow room to 
give newer ones. We feel our old customers are 
searching for something to add to their collec- 
tions and as years go by will want newer epi- 
phyllum hybrids and there seems to be no end 
to the future possibilities. 


CULTURE OF EPIPHYLLUMS 


Remember their culture is simple but entirely 
distinct from that of the desert cacti. Lack of 
this knowledge may have caused many failures 
in the past by those who tried to treat them as 
ordinary cactus. Epiphyllums prefer filtered 
light, that is, conditions suitable for ordinary 
ferns or begonias but must NOT have excessive 
moisture at their roots. They can withstand cold 
a degree or two below freezing. 


There are many SOIL FORMULAS —all may 
be good but they must have a few things in 
common. For one thing, excess water should 
drain away fairly rapidly leaving the roots to 
grow in only a moist mixture. Remember the 
epiphyllum hybrids receive part of their inherit- 
ance from an epiphytic type of cactus which 
lives in trees with roots having free access to 


moist air so they should not be smothered in a 
compact soil. 


A good POTTING SOIL formula is com- 
posed of: One-half well decomposed leafmold 
with the other half made up of equal parts of 
coarse gravel, garden loam and well rotted 
steer manure with a small amount of bone meal 
(about the equivalent of a teaspoonful for each 
four-inch pot). This mixture can be made up 
and kept ready for use. 


Oak-leafmold, partially decomposed, is excel- 
lent but so is the humus you often make in your 
compost heap from leaves, grass trimmings and 
other vegetation. Such material should never 
be finely screened. The roots are capable of 
selecting their own food from coarse material. 
Our experience is to avoid, in the mixture, all 
materials or fertilizers with a very high nitro- 
gen content such as blood-meal. There are many 
milder items to use in your potting-mix such as 
slow acting bone-meal, well cured steer manure, 
sheep or rabbit manure. Chicken manure is far 
too rich in nitrogen unless it has been com- 
posted down with other materials. 


BROKEN BITS of clay pots or porous bricks 
—sponge rok—and crushed rock help to 
aerate the potting mix. 


When you receive ROOTED CUTTINGS 
plant them in SLIGHTLY MOIST potting soil 
then withhold water for a week. This applies 
whenever roots have been disturbed as some 
roots may have become broken and might start 
to rot if watered too soon. 


When potting allow an inch or more room 
between the soil line and the top of the con- 
tainer. This will permit the addition of a little 
fresh potting mixture or light fertilizer each 
year without having to repot thus not disturb- 
ing the roots nor yet getting the pot too full to 
permit proper watering. 


UNROOTED CUTTINGS should be planted 
to the depth of one inch or more in SLIGHTLY 
moist peat and sand, half and half. Keep in a 
shady place in a moist atmosphere, if possible. 
Start light watering after the third week. The 
cuttings may remain for as long as a year in the 
peat and sand without injury. But, in any case, 
don’t disturb for the first six months. They do 
not require excessive root feeding. 


Avoid repotting while plants are in bud. 


EPIPHYLLUM HYBRIDS (Phyllocactus) fill 
a definite need in all plant collections. Many 
make wonderful hanging baskets, others can be 
trained in an espalier effect, while still others 
are best as simple pot plants. 
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RAISING EPIPHYLLUMS FROM SEED 


Raising epiphyllums from seed can be a fasci- 
nating hobby but only if you have plenty of 
room and patience to wait 3 to 6 years for first 
flowers. 


Use a container 3 inches or more deep with 
plenty of holes for drainage. Use a good grade 
of potting soil as found on page 21; the top 
14 inch should be finely screened. There should 
be a space of at least 114 inches from the soil 
line to top of the container (seed-pan or flat). 
Soil should be quite moist when planting seed 
and never allowed to become dry. Sprinkle seed 
on top of soil and cover with clean sand just 
enough to hide the seed or about 1/16 of an 
inch. Place piece of glass over container to pre- 
vent drying out. Lift glass every few days so 
fresh air may enter. Keep in a warm place but 
protect against direct rays of the sun. 


At first the baby growth may be quite spiny 
later becoming flat or 3-angled. Seedlings may 
be transplanted to regular potting soil when 
they are large enough to handle or the glass 
may be removed and baby plants left right in 
the seed-flat until quite large, allowing the rest 
of the seed to develop at will under the protec- 
tion of the older seedlings. Never allow the soil 
to become bone dry. It is useless to expect 
flowers in less than three years—it usually 
takes longer. Each seedling flower will have its 
own charm, seldom being like the parent. 


Seeds germinate most irregularly, some start- 
ing at three weeks, some taking a year or over. 
Germination does not have to depend on the 
age of the seed. It takes only a single drying out 
of the seed bed to ruin seeds just cracking open 
and will prolong the starting of the seed not yet 
germinated. 


DON’T 


DON’T repot epiphyllums when they are in 
bud or bloom. 


DON’T sift potting soil for epiphyllums— leave 
it sO Coarse it can never pack. 


DON’T water until one week has elapsed after 
transplanting. 


DON’T allow your epiphyllums to remain bone 
dry for months at a time during hot weather 
—at least spray the foliage. 


DON’T allow them to stay SOAKING wet for 
days at a time. 


DON’T neglect to use rain water whenever 
available. A rain storm will help to leach out 
excess alkalies from the soil. 


DON’T force your plants with fertilizers too 
high in nitrogen. It tends to produce growth 
instead of flowers and sometimes causes 
spotting on foliage. Let the growth come 
naturally. 


DON’T imagine that a rank-growing luscious 
plant must necessarily produce superior flow- 
ers. 


DON’T use too large a container. Epiphyllums 
do not have as heavy a root system as most 
plants, they obtain much of their food and 
water from the air. 


DON’T try to discourage new growth in the 
(early) fall—it is their normal growing sea- 
son. 


DON’T worry about frost damage if tempera- 
ture stays above 35 degrees except on species 
such as E. oxypetalum and E. strictum. 


DON’T disbud—the benefits obtained are not 
worth it. 


DON’T worry when some of the quarter-grown 
buds drop off—nature will permit only 
enough buds to mature that the plant can 
support. 


DON’T think that allowing the fruit to develop 
on a plant, in moderate quantity, will kill it. 


DON’T imagine that soaking a plant which has 
become leathery or wrinkled is the proper 
thing to do. It probably needs to be trans- 


planted and placed in a cool spot for some 
months with only the slightest spraying 
through the foliage. You may find that most 
of the roots have rotted off earlier and it will 
take time for the plant to develop new ones. 


DON’T allow aphis, scale or mealybug to sap 
the vitality of your buds and plants. 
DON’T neglect your epiphyllums when not 
in bloom. They can stand some neglect but 
they appreciate attention and will reward you 
when they are kept nicely groomed. 


DON’T forget to see that hanging baskets get 
sufficient water. 


DON’T remove more than 1/5 of the growth 
of an epiphyllum plant at one time or 1/4 of 
the plant during the year. 


DON’T experiment on your plants until after 
you have raised epiphyllums awhile. 


DON’T forget to read the instructions on the 
labels of insecticides and fertilizers before 
using as not all fertilizers are suitable for 
epiphyllums. 
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NIGHT BLOOMING CACTUS 


There are many hundreds of forms of 
NIGHT BLOOMING CACTUS from the rug- 
ged desert types to those which can be found 
among the epiphyllums. Any of these might 
be called by the public “NIGHT-BLOOMING 
CEREUS.” A notable example is the so-called 
“Queen of the Night” which might be Penio- 
cereus greggi, Selenicereus macdonaldiae or 
Epiphyllum oxypetalum. 


Among the sturdier varieties of night- 
bloomers are the following most of which are 
climbers: Selenicereus; Hylocereus; Harrisias; 
Nyctocereus; Eriocereus.

stenopetalum. Most of these and others will be 
found listed and priced in Group I. 


ZYGOCACTUS 


(Link-leaf or Crab) 


The term “ZYGO"” is from the Greek word 
meaning yoke. This genus is a native of South 
America. Most forms branch well from the base, 
some becoming bushy with a woody trunk, 
others arch outward with a distinct chain effect 
giving rise to the name of Link-leaf or Yoke- 
cactus. Many links are obovate (egg-shaped with 
narrow end downward) with horns at the blunt 
apex which gives rise to the terms Claw-cactus 
or Crab-cactus. 


This form of cactus may still be found under 
the name of EPIPHYLLUM in Europe and 
in many older publications and likewise our 
present day EPIPHYLLUM HYBRIDS will be 
listed as PHYLLOCACTUS. These are the 
terms by which they were called from the early 
1800’s until changed fairly recently ——the term 
ZYGOCACTUS came into general use just be- 
fore the turn of the century. 


Approximately 75 forms of Link-leaf cactus 
have been mentioned in publications during the 
past century but none in detail. Apparently only 
a very few of these are SPECIES (“wild forms” 
such as Zygocactus truncatus, Schlumbergera 
Gaertneri, etc.), which are found in the West- 
ern Hemisphere. Many of these have now been 
lost, possibly some may still be found in private 
collections but if so with little or no data con- 
cerning their history or any assurance that the 
label is correct. 


We are checking all of these that we can find. 
We have quite a number of varieties under 
observation at present but not all will prove 
enough different in growth or flower to merit 
the consideration of the general public. As fast 
as we can secure sufficient propagation of a 
variety and its identity is established, we will 
release it to our customers. 


In the true ZYGOCACTUS SPECIES (not 
necessarily in its hybrids) the flowers have a 
distinct shape from most other epiphytic cactus. 
Before opening, the bud is pointed forward. On 
opening, the uppermost petals are overlapped

and tipped forward in a hood or roof effect 
with the stamens and anthers clinging to the 
top; the lower petals are spreading and bent 
back against the tube. In general, the effect 
is that of an upside-down flower. They are 
ZYGOMORPHIC—that is, divisible into two 
symmetrical halves from one direction only. 
They may be found in a number of colors in- 
cluding the so-called white (very, very faint 
glow of pink after the first day). They are excel- 
lent corsage material. The beautiful flowers are 
borne at the apex of the stems and are solitary, 
rarely two or three. The ovary is smooth and 
pear-shaped and scaleless except in some recent 
hybrids.

ZYGOCACTUS CULTURE 


Culture is not difficult. A very porous soil 
that drains well and yet remains moist and 
loose—NOT SODDEN—is best. The Zygo- 
cactus need an airy moist atmosphere for best 
results. Their normal food is derived from de- 
cayed leaves and bark accumulated in the 
crotches of the trees, or in crevices of large 
rocks under the trees in which they have be- 
come established. In making an artificial dupli- 
cation of this condition we use a POTTING 
SOIL rich in humus and leafmold. During the 
hottest months set the zygos aside in a cool 
place—water sparingly. Water oftener in the 
fall while buds are forming. As a special treat 
to these plants soak one pound of cottonseed 
meal in five gallons of water for 24 to 36 hours 
or longer. Strain well and use as a foliage 
spray. It need not be washed off as it is bene- 
ficial to both plant and soil. This may be used 
two or three times a year and has a slight acid 
re-action. 


The Zygocactus is susceptible to scale and 
care should be taken to examine the undersides 
of the links regularly especially around the 
joints. At the first sign of any infestation a 
mild oil spray should be used. Your dealer will 
recommend a suitable one. Spray only on cool 
or cloudy days; the plants may be hosed off 
after 24 hours; repeat in two weeks if neces- 
sary. 


When you receive a rooted Zygocactus, it 
should be soaked in tepid water for an hour or 
so on arrival, to make the roots pliable before 
planting. When you receive an unrooted cut- 
ting remember roots form only at the joints 
so be sure there is an undamaged joint just 
below the soil line. If you want to experiment 
try vitamin Bl or one of the hormones. These 
plants need no trellis except for grafts on tall 
standards. These should be supported as their 
tops increase in size and weight. A framework 
bound in moss stimulating an umbrella can be 
used. 


Grafted Zygos are rather difficult to ship 
but sometimes it is impossible to obtain a plant 
on its own roots. If you have received a grafted 
one it is wise to use soil and other conditions 
suitable to the growth of the base or root-stock. 


SCHLUMBERGERA GAERTNERI 
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CHRISTMAS CACTUS 


The plant usually distributed under the term 
Christmas Cactus may flower as early as No- 
vember or as late as March or even in late 
summer. Its true identity is still in question. 
It does not have a zygomorphic flower. It has 
small regular flowers of fuchsine-pink which 
have a short tube and a 4 to 5 ridged ovary 
with large scales. The flowers sometimes are 
slightly hooded the first day with the petals 
opening wide on the second day. The tips of 
plant joints are blunt, sometimes with hairs, 
but with no noticeable claws. The Christmas 
Cactus frequently loses a portion of its younger 
joints which are replaced by new growth while 
the joints which have dropped may take root 
at the base of the plant under certain circum- 
stances. Priced 50c to $1.50. 


The Schlumbergera (Easter Cactus) is very 
similar to the Zygocactus in plant growth and 
culture except that the flowers are symmetrical 
and have narrower petals on very short flower 
tube. Flowers close at night but are open for 
several days in succession. Most of them appear 
at Easter time thus giving rise to the name 
Easter cactus. We can supply Schlumbergeras 
only as available. 


SCHL. RUSSELLIANA (see Christmas Cac- 
tus) is thought by many to be the true Christ- 
mas Cactus flowering from December through 
March and differing somewhat from the Easter 
Cactus, Schlumbergera Gaertneri. 


SCHL. GAERTNERI. Flowers of bright 
crimson. The plant may have long soft spines 
at the apex of the links. Joints are not as large 
as in Makoyanum. Limited. Rooted cuttings

RHIPSALIS 


Those interested in other forms of epiphytic 
plants should certainly acquire a few Rhipsalis. 
They make graceful baskets. Cultural require- 
ment is the same as for any Epiphylanae. Flow- 
ers range in size from a grain of rice to about 
an inch. They are mostly white though there 
are rich creams or orange flowered sorts. They 
make a nice showing when in full bloom as the 
flowers are usually numerous. 


Plant growth may be fine thread-like as in 
Capilliformis and Cassutha or larger pencil-like 
branches of Neves-Armondii on through very 
broad wavy foliage such as Oblonga and Cris- 
pata which are similar in growth to epiphyl- 


lums rarely any semblance of a spine. We have 
about 40 varieties in our collection.

From recent observations, it seems that the 
bud spikes on some varieties of HOYAS are 
very apt to appear on the rapidly growing new 
vine developing even before the leaves. These 
spikes or small spurs should NEVER be dam- 
aged or picked as they will continue to bear 
flowers in most varieties year after year. Do not 
allow HOYAS to dry out during rapid growth. 


We have had reports of Hoyas succeeding 
under many conditions, if protected from freez- 
ing, however, we raise ours where the air is 
moist and it is warm and light—watering fre- 
quently. 


For further cultural directions read ‘The 
Standard Cyclopedia of Horticulture” by L. H. 
Bailey under the word Hoya—available at most 
public libraries. In the book “Flora of the 
Malay Peninsula” by H. N. Ridley, Vol. II, 
pages 393-402, you will find numerous Hoyas 
listed but very few of them have been success- 
fully raised in the United States. They belong 
to the Asclepiadaceae family. 


HOYA CARNOSA—pale pink waxy flowers 
scented, leaves shining dark green on heavy 
vine.

HOYA VARIEGATA—same as above except 
leaves banded in yellow or pink.

HOYA EXOTICA—variegated form, as above, 
but with the variegation down the center of 
the leaf instead of on the edge.
